Conecroing the eend, says Jesus Cariet (See Matt, 15:15) the 
‘kingdom c? beaven is like unto a grain of mastard seed,” ete., 
acl cho first form of government naaal in the Buble is the pa- 
rental oe patriarchal, in wich the father was both a king and a 
priest (dietunce Al abem aud Metoh’sedee): aud it is said in 
she Apocalrpse, or Revelations, speaking of the condition and 
ehari tor of thase in the kingdom of God on the earth, that 
they are kings and priests unto God, and as such shall rigo 
with him on the earth. Nee Rev. 5: 10; 20:6. And to 
this agrees the whole tence of the Gospel of Christ, as writien 
Sy bis Aposties Let us inst ee a few texts: Be ye perfeet 
At jey Father in heaven is perfect.” Matt. ò : 48. * We 
shall be like him (Christ), for we shall sce him as be is” Ist 
John, “Tes of Qol and jointeheirs with Christ.“ 
Romans S: 17. lu him (Curse) dwelt all the fullues of the 
Gedbead badly.“ Col. 13: 9. “God was manifested in the 
Aesch. (speaking of Christ.) See Ist. Tim. 3: 16: and lastly, 
“He that overromethi will l grant to sit with me in my throne, 
even as I overcame and am st down with my Father in bis 
sbrone.”

Parsing by the seven days of the week, seven months, seren 
years, and the savca times seven years, bringing in the jubilee, 
as observed by the Jews under Moses, we will point out the 
mn phases or ystem:, or dispensations of God's spiritual 
work, 90 to speak, aa bronch! to view in this book. We will 

commence with the first man, or the first «ed, i. e. Adam— 

who was the central head, or the greatest one of his kind among 
his contemporaries ; and ae snch, their king and priest. Sach 
an ope was Enoch, in his time: after him was Noah, a central 
head also, after the same principle as the fir-t mentioned. He 
was followed by Abraham, and he by Moses ; after whom came 
Jeu, to be succeeded by the servant of God, called the man, 
whose name i- the Branch. See Zech. 3: S. My servant 
the Branch.“) also? chapter 5:12, 13—“ Behold the man 
whose name is the Branch,” ete. [et it be observed here, that 
Jeans Chnst being the Son of God, he is not considered nor 
culled in the Bible, a Servant, as is the wan called the Branch.
